I received your lstter of August llth; calling atten- 


tion to the fact that a patrol is being kept on the Mexican Borier 
by the Public Health Service, the Coast Guard, the Customs Service, 
the Prohibition Pnforcement Service, the Federal Horticultural Board, 
and the Immigration Servics, and suggesting that a considerable sav- 
ing could be made and a mch more €ficiənt asrvice maintained if 
these different branches of the Governmant could cooperate under the 
direction of one administrative officer. 

The nature of the services performed by the different 
branches of the Govermnent is so varied that I doubt whether their 
activities could be effectively consolicated or supervised by one 
aininistrative officer. There is every reason, however, why the 
several services should cooperate with each othsr to the utmoet 
and operate in the closest contact. I think the best way to ac- 
complish thin result would be to have a confersnce of the heads of 
the various bureaus concerned, so that a full discussion may be had
